Late one night in January, a 
special meeting of the Rancho 
Santiago Community College 
District Board of Trustees was 
punctuated by the sound of an axe 
falling. 

John Dowden, a board member 
for 10 years and a former student 
at SAC, wanted to place Theatre 
Arts Productions 133 on the 
board’s list of possible classes to 
be cut or eliminatéd. 

“Pve noticed for some time now 
that the shows have become 
nothing but a showcase for local 
professional talent,” Dowden said 
later. “The production class 
should be a vehicle for students to 
learn. 

“I think it’s time they clean up 
their act.in Theafre Arts.” 

Dowden said that not only were 
directors using what he calls 
“ringers” in school productions 
instead of full-time students, but 
also that these professionals are 
actually being recruited and pre- 
cast in lead-roles. 

Burt Peachy, dean of Fine and 
Performing Arts, denied these 
accusations, stating, “To say that a 
role is open to a student and then 
just put in someone you know, that 
would be a ringer. We are not 
doing that. 

“The school has changed since. 


Dowden was a student here and 
appearing in productions,” Peachy 
said. “There are many different 
types of students, and many don’t 
become full-time Theatre Arts 
majors.” 

Therefore, in a case such as 
Fiddler on the Roof, they did 
recruit a professional, Péter 
Trinceri, to play the lead role, but 
only after attempts to find a 
student that could handle it failed, 
he said. 

This was to maintain quality an 
the integrity of the show, he said, 
which in turn attracts audiences 
and new students. 

Sheryl Donchey, department 
chair of Theatre Arts, added, “We 
have a small core group of theatre 
majors, maybe as few as 10. Some 
of them don’t want to do 
productions. 

“And the students we see now 
are older, work and don’t have the 
25 to 30 hours a week to put into 


_the. rehearsals and the actual 


performances.” ` 

Finding students to cast is a 
problem, then, and balancing the 
cast between beginners and 
experienced people is even 
harder. 

Kenneth Kremer, who played 
the rabbi’s son, Mendel, in 
Fiddler, thinks the Theatre Arts 
staff did a good job of balancing in 
that production. 

As SAC’s ASB president, 
Kremer sits on the Board of 
Trustees as anon-voting member. 
After hearing Dowden’s charges 


and Peachy’s reply, Kremer 
commented that competing 
against semi-professionals in 
Fiddler was indeed intimidating. 
But Kremer added, “In terms of 
flat-out learning, the chance to 
work with, professionals was a 
valuable learning experience.” 
Fiddler represented a good mix 
of talents; but in the next 
production, Vanities, Kremer 
said, “They slipped a little.” 
Dowden said that while he has 
been critical of casting at SAC fora 
long“ time, it was reading the 


printed program for Vanities that ` 


really set him off and produced his 
remarks at the board meeting. 

That program lists some pretty 
impressive acting credits for the 
three actors, Diana Drake, Teresa 
Del Piero and Deb Langhans. 

Drake is listed as a model who 
has appeared on the covers of 
national magazines and in eight 
television appearances, including 
two commercials and a feature 
film. 

Del Piero has a BFA in acting, 
has appeared in a television sit- 
com and teaches acting at Orange 
Coast College and South Coast 
Repertory. 

Langhans, according to the bro- 
chure, has 12 years of experience 
in college, dinner theatre and 
nightclubs. , 

Langhans said later that she 
considers herself to be a full-time 
student at SAC. She is enrolled in

Minor’s sexuality elicits much concern

The story about the birds and the bees comprises only 
one segment of a teenager’s confrontation with sexuality. As 
the youth explores this tale, the path may lead to birth 
control -- an issue that elicits governmental and parental 
concern. 

The Reagan administration proposed a regulation that 
would require federally funded family planning clinics to 
notify parents when they provide prescription 
contraceptives to minors. This regulation, otherwise known 
as the “squeal rule,” was scheduled to go into effect Feb. 25, 
but was blocked by two federal judges. The administration is 
appealing the judges’ decision. 

An organization that comes under the impact of the 
possible ruling is the Planned Parenthood Association of 
Orange County. Betty Patterson, director of public 


information for Planned Parenthood, said that 


approximately $69,000 of federal funding would be affected if 
the rule is enforced. 

She said the agency will rely on private money to make up 
the sum instead of violating the confidentiality of its patients. 
Patterson added that the regulation would cause teens to 
use a less effective method of birth control or no 
contraceptive at all. 

She cited three reasons why Planned Parenthood filed a 
lawsuit to stop the passage of the “squeal rule:” 

1. It’s a violation of privacy. A California law states that 
anyone, including minors, can get confidential contraceptive 
services. - i i 

2. It (regulation) is discriminatory because contraceptive 
devices apply only to women. 

3. The language of Title X of the Public Health Service 
Act encourages parental participation concerning minors 
and family planning services, “but doesn’t make it 
mandatory.” . 

“Studies show that 25 percent of the teens who go to birth 


control clinics will stop going if parents know,” replied ` 


Patterson in response to the notification ruling. But only 


“two percent will stop having sex.” She felt that teens who 
seek contraceptive help showed signs of responsibility. 

“We're fortunate we wouldn’t take federal funding,” said 
Sue Bergren, regional director of Birth Control Institute in 
Anaheim. The policy of BCI is not to “tattle” on its teen-age 
patients. The clinic offers services such as abortions, 
sterilizations and counseling. 5 

Bergren stated that teenagers wait about nine months 


Facing a difficult decision 


The following first-hand account, related 
by a SAC student who wishes to remain 
anonymous, might be found informative . 


The other girls told me about the anti-abortion women 
who had been demonstrating in front of the clinic. They 
said the protesters had shouted, “Don’t kill your babies -- 
that’s murder!” 3 

Luckily, I was late for my appointment and 
subsequently spared their taunts. The knot of guilt and 
fear twisting around in the pit of my stomach was enough 
to make me hate myself, I didn’t need any more 
encouragement. 

I had to lie, wide awake on the table, while my stomach 
contracted with the rapid rhythm of the suction machine. 
I thought to myself, “This is one mistake that I am never 
going to forget.” 

The machine began to slow down and I watched the 
pregnancy being sucked through a tube into a glass 
bottle. I prayed out loud that the Lord would forgive me. 

The worst was yet to come. Two days later, it became 
necessary to repeat the process. 

When they told me I would have had twins I couldn’t 
help wondering if the demonstrators would have 
sentenced me to die for committing mass murder. 


after becoming sexually active before getting counsel at a 
family planning clinic. She said the major reason for this 
delay was that the youths were afraid that their families 
would find out about their visit. 

Yet, the picture of a teen mother isn’t always happy. 
Bergren said that child abuse and neglect is high among 
women having children as teenagers. 

“I get angry,” is her reply about the chances of teen 
pregnancy going up. “The government has no business 
legislating between teens and parents.” 

Gail Roy, coordinator of the peer education program of 
Planned Parenthood, has seen and heard the reactions of 
minors who don’t welcome the presence of the regulation. 
Roy said some youths felt threatened and scared about the 
proposed “squeal rule.” She said a few adolescents admitted 
that they would resort to using false names and addresses in 
order to get birth control. Others would just eliminate the 
use of contraceptives. . 

“The country is more conservative,” said Roy. She was 
referring to the attempt of the Reagan administration to 
bring the “family back in control.” Roy said she encountered 
teenagers who were “irate” about the regulation. : 

Despite the negative reaction facing the government’s 
venture into family planning, there are some who hope the 
regulation will be passed. 

Deb, a mother in her mid-twenties, supports the” 
government’s stand because she feels that parents ought to 
be alert for possible side-effects birth control may have on 
their child. 

Her account is one of tragedy. “The parents didn’t realize 
their daughter was using birth control pills until after her 
death,” she said. “The girl died from an allergic reaction to 
the pills.” This reality happened on two separate occasions. 
The girls, both minors, were associates of Deb’s family. “A 
lot of girls don’t understand what they’re getting themselves 
into when they use contraceptives,” said Deb. 

Among the industrialized countries, the United States 
ranks fifth in teenage childbearing. Whether the statistics go 
up or down depends on how the administration and parents 
handle the birth control situation with America’s youth.

Due to the difficult- financial times in California, 
Gov. George Deukmejian has had to demand various 
cuts in community college funding throughout the 
state, forcing the institutions to take various 
measures in dealing with the financial crisis. 

Last week recommendations for cuts in various 
programs such as nursing, speech,theater arts, 
history and psychology were put into effect in the 
Coast Community College District. These cuts 
resulted in the layoff of 114 full-time faculty members. 


Other employees, such as secretaries and part-time . 


instructors, may also be laid-off. 

The district includes Orange Coast College in 
Costa Mesa, Golden West College in Huntington 
Beach and Coastline Community College in Fountain 
Valley. . ` 

Entire programs, such as broadcasting and work 
experience, would be eliminated under the plan which 
will save the district an estimated $1.8 million. The 
Coast Community College District needs to reduce 
spending or increase income $5.5 million in order to 
balance next year’s budget. 

“Santa Ana College may see an increase in 
enrollment due to the cuts made by the Coast 
District,” said President Bill Wenrich. He indicated

that students from those schools who were in such 
programs as nursing and broadcasting may choose to 
come here .because of the curriculums offered at 
SAC. There will be classes offered next year in 
broadcast journalism in conjunction with Group W 
cable. R 

SAC has a deficit. of $1.9 million that has tô be 
evened out by July 1983. The new $2 materials fee that 
was instituted this spring is one of the alternatives taken 
to help balance the deficit. New foreign student fees 
have been raised also, to $75 per unit. 

“Unless Gov. Deukmejian makes further cuts for 
the community colleges, I don’t think we will see 
something like that (the situation at Coast) 
happening,” commented Wenrich. 

However, there have been various cuts in 
administration and a hiring freeze for classified staff 
which will all go into effect next year. 

Los Angeles Community College District is also 
having to introduce recommendations in an attempt 
to balance the budget. Teachers are being asked to 
increase their workload by 10 hours per week along 
with a 20 percent decrease in pay. ; 

The.community college system, which includes 107 
schools throughout the state of California, is being 
faced with many. budget cut decisions causing much 
protest and hard feelings among teachers and 
students alike.

The debate over casting is not 
isolated to a single show or just to 
SAC; it’s an issue that other 
colleges also have to deal withona 
regular basis. 

However, the budget ,crunch 
has magnified the problem, and 
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when the axe is-falling all around, 
any criticism-of a specific program 
looms very large. , 

Mary Wise, coordinator of 
Performing Arts at Golden West 
College, has to deal with both of 
these issues even more acutely 
than others. 

The recent $5 million cut in the 
Coast Community College District, 
which Golden West shares with 
OCC, eliminated five of seven full- 
time instructors in theatre arts. 

Wise thinks that it is doubtful 
that they will even produce 
student shows at either school 
next year. 

She said, “Its a question of 
quality versus educational 
experience. I think that we are first 
and foremost providing an 
educaticnal experience.” 

However, her administration, 
she said, put pressure on the 
faculty to bring in professionals to 
put on quality shows. 

Its a different story at 
Saddleback,. according to Brian 
Donoghue, a theatre manager and 
artistic director. 

“Here at Saddleback we bridge 
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the gap between. education and 
entertainment. We have an 
administration that is 100 percent 
behind us and.we have the ability 
to manage our productions 
effectively.” 

He added, “Some of these 
schools have big houses that have 
been mismanaged for 10 years, 
and it’s catching up with’ them 
now.” 

According to Bill Wenrich, SAC 
president, the future of the 
Theatre Arts program here looks 
bright. y 

“I am very positive abut ou 
shows,” he said. “I think they are of 
high quality and receive 
participation from students and 
the community. 


“Mr. Dowden has some’

Politicians set the 
plot for [OU fun 


Californians recently sat through the political melodrama which 
highlighted the antics of State Treasurer Jesse Unruh, Controller 
Ken Cory and Gov. George Deukmejian. 

The script was entitled, “IOUs -- The Registered Warrants.” 
Taxpayers and creditors sweated through the possibility that the 
State of California would reimburse them in the form of pink slips. 
These notes would be worthless until the government’s treasury 
could resolve its financial crisis. 

Unruh and. Cory fervently pranced around prophesying the 
“coming of the IOUs,” while Gov. Deukmejian juggled deadlines 
for a budget-balancing bill that would save Californians from the 
warrants. 

In every plot there seems to be the arrival of a life-saving deed. 

A temporary loan of $428 million from the banks rescued the 
California government from its dilemma. The major banks 
involved are Morgan Guarranty International, Security Pacific 
National, Wells Fargo and Citibank. 

Registered warrants were printed ahead of time in preparation 
for the “unavoidable” fate of the penniless state. It appears that 
California wanted to relive the nostalgia of panicking people; the 
government hadn’t paid bills with IOUs since the Great 
Depression.

or aren’t they?” 7 f 

- A few productions each year at SAC are pre-cast for the lead 
roles bf%ðuest artists brought in for their expertise and skill. It is 
announced in advance and, in some cases, advertised as a big- 
name draw. , 

Bringing in some skilled ‘outsiders’ is necessary for the theater 
students to have the opportunity to work with artists who are 
more proficient in their field. What better way to learn than by 
example? : 

In other cases, a role comes up like ‘Teyve’ from Fiddler On 
The Roof that is so demandng that no full-time student was ready 
for it. 

A major problem limiting the talent pool at SAC is that tke 
average theater arts student is 25-30 years old and is working 
and/or has a family. They don’t have the extra 25-30 hours a 
week to spend in rehearsals for 4-8 weeks plus the performances. 

Therefore, bringing in outside talent is sometimes necessary in 
the best interest of maintaining high standards, quality 
productions and enticing the general public and students to pay 
the $5-a-seat admission charge. 

__ It is the director’s responsibility to a paying audience to put ona 
quality show that entertains and is worthy of their attention. 

It doesn’t matter if a director is doing a play for high school, 
college or Hollywood. It is still their reputation on the line and they 
need some artistic control over their productions. 

We have at SAC an open-district policy. Anybody that wants to 
take a math, business or journalism course can. As taxpayers 
they are paying for that privilege. Why should the line be drawn on 
the theater department’s productions?

The computer. 
Time Magazine selected it 
“Man of the Year” for 1982. 


We depend on it more and more 
each day as the world moves 
further into the age of high 
technolögy. 

It runs businesses, calculates 
budgets and now it is going to 
mechanize and organize Neally 
Library. 

Making its SAC debut is Radio 
Shack’s .TRS 80 computer, 
complete with printer. and three 
terminals. 

This new computer acts as a 
bank where information can be 
deposited and withdrawn: when 
needed. The terminals, resembling 
a television screen attached to a 
typewriter, work as tellers through 
which all transactions occur. 

According to Kelley Powell, 
public’ services librarian, the 


computer has two separate 


programs to perform various 
tasks. 

The first of these programs is 
the Scriptsit which prints catalog 
cards and corrects or updates 
stored information. 
© Checkmate is the second 
program, which contains 


magazine holdings, check-ins, 


indexing and subject listings. 
Before the TRS 80 can swing 
into action, all magazine 
information must be entered 
manually into the memory banks. 
_The library carries close to 1,000 
magazine titles and each takes 


approximately 15 minutes to load, 


related Herbert Hoffman, catalog 
librarian. 

“Right now, I’m putting in the 
title -- where it’s indexed, who 
ordered it, subject headings,

library, years of holdings, whether 
its bound and what faculty 
members we route it to,” said 
Powell. 

As a result of the lengthy input 
time involved, the soonest possible 
date Powell can hope for full 
operation is the end of the 
semester. 

Total cost of the computer, 
printer and the Scripsit and 
Checkmate programs ran nearly 
$14,000, but Powell and Hoffman 
feel that the system is well worth 
the money. 

Because the Checkmate 
program: records the dates 


_ magazines are due, a missing issue 


list can be printed within minutes. 

“We have about 1,000 titles of 
magazines,” explained Powell. 
“Right now, to’ make a missing- 
issues list the titles have to be gone 
through by hand.” 

Hoffman feels that the TRS 80 is 
a “tremendous labor-saving 
machine. 

“We are increasing the 
productivity of the staff, and we 
therefore save money: said, 
Hoffman. 


Prior to this new system, the 
library used a Magnetic Tapes 
Selectric Typewriter which the 
campus print shop discarded five 
years ago. 

However, printing catalog cards 
was its only possible function, and 
it began to fall apart after many 
years of use. 

The MTST was first introduced 
in 1962 and just “20 years later it is 
absolutely obsolete, like a horse 


_and buggy on the freeway,” 
described Hoffman. 


And so the TRS 80 moved in. 

“There are not too many 
community colleges who have this 
program,” said Powell. “We feel 
very fortunate to have been able to 
have this computer, very

e instructor recalls writing episodes for 4077th

M*A*S*H meant many things to many people, but to one SAC 
-instructor the series had a special meaning. Richard Perkins, a 
Communications instructor, wrote several of the M*A*S*H episodes, 
and he felt it was time for the 4077th Medical Unit to come home. 
Officially, Feb. 28 marked. the last episode of M*A*S*H, aired on 
CBS, and Soundstage 9 at 20th Century-Fox lost an 11-year tenant. 
How could a TV series about the Korean War continue eight years 
longer than the war itself? Perkins examined the success of M*A*S*H. 
“Blending the elements of comedy and tragedy,” Perkins said, “that’s 
what M*A*S*H was all about. The moment when the light bulb came on 
for the audience and caused a reaction made the show a success.” 
Perkins, a’ critic of films since he was a small boy, typically spent 10 
hours in the movie theater each Sunday. Perkins said, “I have had a 
fascination for movies as far back as I can remember.” 
“M*A*S*H was on the verge of beirig canceled its first year,” Perkins 


said. “The network didn’t think it would work because it was too much 
like Hogan’s Heroes.” 


But work it did; there have been 250 episodes since the 4077th Medical 
Unit began in 1972. During those 11 years the program won 11 Emmys. 

Perkins was one of the many writers who contributed military 
experiences. “I successfully submitted several treatments, a complete 
story written in the third person,” Perkins said, “and scripts (a dialogue of 
a treatment) to the associate producer of the series.” 

“One true incident I wrote about,” Perkins said, “involved Bed-Check 
Charlie dropping hand grenades from a make-shift airplane at 11 p.m. 
every night like clockwork. They were trying to scare us.” 

Another of Perkins’ military experiences that became a M*A*S*H 
episode involved a pair of long woolen underwear valued at $100 in a 
poker game. 

Perkins said, “It was cold and supplies were short. I wrote home for 
some long underwear and they became high stakes in the poker game.” 

After watching an episode on TV, Perkins always critiqued his writing. 
“I would think I could have improved it or have done it better,” Perkins 
said. 

Alan Alda said in the Feb. 12 issue of TV Guide, “We've never 
changed a word without consulting the writing staff. The respect for the 
written word began with our first show and continued through our last 
episode.” 

This respect for the writers typifies the relesinin of the 4077th 
Medical Unit. They had respect for one another and were willing to put 
six hours into one scene, re-shooting seven times, to get it right. 

-M*A*S*H had the ability to make us laugh and cry at the same time. 
On a public broadcast show Alda compared M*A*S*H to life. “Life is 
enjoying it and wondering how to get through the next 10 minutes all at 

` the same time, that’s what M*A*S*H is about.” 

“The time has come for M*A*S*H to end,” Perkins said. “It was 
becoming hard to find a situation that hadn’t been written.” The cast 
voted to end it all after 11 years, and in this case suicide is not painless 

after all.

Mac McAnally’s album, Nothing But The Truth, 
is not likely to set the world on fire. It is, however (at 
third or fourth listen), likely to grow on you. 

Its pop-country-rock tunes (reminiscent of James 
Taylor) are well written lyrically. The music sounds 
more than a bit like the stuff of which Las Vegas’ 
casino lounge, ambience is made.
